Empire freed by his Nephew from | 
ſuch a dahgerous Enemy ; ard for | 
the Sultaneſs Valide, ſhe was no leſs |

Donna Maria was ECx- 
ceeding glad thar my Mother had 
'brought into the. World a Daughter,

Naples, I 
wifhed,, my Lover might be as well 
made” as he, he entertained me with 
ſo much wit, and I diſcoyered 1n his 
Perſon ſo. many excellent qualities , 
that'Il had a fecret ſhame within my 
ſelf for that natural inclinarion I felc 
for him, fancying, that I ought to e- 
fteem none in the World - but Don 
Gafpard; fo that I reſolved to ſhun 
the Company of a Cavalier , whoſe 
ſight might prove ſo ruinous to my 
vertue. In the miean time, my Fa- 
ther. being. extremely ſcandalized rb 
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hear no more of Dow Gaſpard, although

but when ſhe knew through the diſ- 
poſition and quality of the Flowers 
the Sclamw was compounded with, 
that Muſtapba was brought to ceſ- 
pair , and aflured her of an everla- 
ſting love, that knowledge ſerved 


but to increaſe her grief, and to 
make 
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make her more ſenſible of ſo cruel a 
ſeparation, Roxelane who ith her 
diſcourſes had. always nouriſhed and 


cultivated her love for the Grand Vi- 


fier, in hopes of obtaining her liber- 
ty after their Marriage, was no leſs 
caſt down than her Lady, This con- 
formity of ſentiments, or perhaps, a 
ſecret pleaſure the Princeſs felt in 
talking of Muſtapha , with a Perſon 
that was in his intereſt, made her 
complain to that Slave, for io try 
her mind, of the perfidy of the Vift- 
er, who after- having made a Sacri- 
fice of her to his ambition, was yet, 
ſo cruel as to increaſe her anguiſh 
with vain endeavours to. perſwade 


her by moſt paſſionate S-lams, that 


he did loſe her to his great grief, 
and would never .ceaſe to love her; 
Roxelans forgot nothing that might 
juſtifie the Grand Vyier , and the 
Princeſs wa« fo ready to allow of all 
that could do it, that ſhe caſily be- 
lieved, the Szltan had-forced him to 
Marry his Daughter ; but when ſhe 
reflected upon her Mothers reaſons, 
and tnat the Grand Vilier, being ab- 
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ſoulute 'Maſter in the Empire ' coitld 
have taxen other meaſures to pre- 
vent her thiſery, ſhe preſenciy conclu- 
ded he had never had for her but 
an ordinary paſſion, ſince he had not 
oppoſed her Match with Eaſhaw A- 
ſaſp, as he did with the B4ſhaw of 
Aleppo ; as theſe reflections did inter- 
els her glory, ſhe was ſo overpower- 
ed by them, thar ſhe-took a hnal 
reſolution never to hear of him, and 
accuttomed herſelf by degrees to the 
careſſes of her Husband, who uſed 
her with all imaginable reſpect and 
kindne!s. 

The Grand Viſier being incon{ola- 
ble upon the Princeſſes departure, 
gave over the Government, and 
ſpent ſome Months in ſuch a lan- 
guiſhing condition ,, that they deſ- 
paired of his Life. Nevertheleſs with 
time, and the remedies of the ableſt 
Phyſitians of the Empire, he reco- 
vered his former hez2lth, and took a- 
gain the care of the State. Aſſoon 
as he begun to recover, the Sultanc/s 
Valide who was no more afraid of 
a 1ival, made ſeveral ſteps towards 

him, 
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him, for the renewing of their com- 
merce, bur the Viſiter, who could 
not ſorger her ſo maliciouſly con- 
triving the Match of Baſch-lar:, and 
would no more trouble himſelf with 
the intrigues of the Serraghio, ſince 


| life ir ſelf-was a burehen to him, did 


not anſwer theſe advances ; nay, 
he took from her that ſhare ſhe had 
in the Government of Afﬀairs, by in- 
ſinuating to the Grand Seignior, that 
twas to bewanting to his own glory,6& 
to violate all the Rulcs of State Policy, ' 
partake his authority with a Waman, 
who had abuſed it on ſeveral occaſt« 
ons. The Swltaneſs being incenſed at 
the Grand Viſters contempt, and well 
warned of his deſign to get her out 
of credit, turned all her kindneis for 
him into a mortal hatred, She was 
ſeized with a fit of fury as often as 
ſhe remembred, thar the very Man 
who was beholding to her for his Life, 
and which ſhe had raiſed to the e- 
minenteſt dignity of the Empire, did 
now flight her, and uſed that credit 
ſhe had procured him, but to deſtroy 
her, She looked: upon him as a Mon- 
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ſter of ingratitude , and found ag 
much pleaſure in contriving a revenge 
againſt him,. than ſhe had done for- 
merly. in» raiſing him to honours for 
to content the motions of her love, but 
the Grand Viſjer, who did put to no 
account all the good Offices he had 


received from her , ſince that cruel 


ourrage ſhe had made to him, by 


taking away Baſch lari een from his: 
own arms, uied ſuch precautions 


near the Sultan, that he countermi- 
ned all the S#l:an:zf. Mothers cunnings, 
and was ever ſince more abſolute in 
his Miniſtry, than he had ever been 
until that time. - In the mean while, 
the Prince$ Baſch-lari, who was at 
Bnaa with her Husband, lived a very 
happy life in appearance; bur all the 
reſpects of the Baſhaw her Husband, 
did not hinder, her tothink ſometimes 
of Myuſtapha, and to feel a great 
pleaſure in talking of: him with Roxo- 
lane; ſhe did nevertheleſs endeavour 
to  perſwade that Slave, ſhe hed 
wholly forgot him. But Roxelaye, 


not complaiſant. to ſuch, a degree, as 
to

fo agree with cher about it, The 
Princeſs being aſhamed of the opini- 
on , or rather knowledge, that Maid 
had of a Love, which ſhe could not 
ſtifle, made an effort upon her ſelf, 
and reſolved to ſet her ar liberty, 
thar ſhe might be rid- of a Perſon, 
whoſe preſence did continually up- 
braid her with her weakneſs; and 
that ſhe might the better perſwade 
the Slave, that ſhe was no more 
troubled for Maſtapha, ſhe comman- 
ded her to return to Conſtantinople , 
to' ſee the Grand Viſter, to affure 
tim, that ſhe hyed happy, and that 
ſhe had ſer her ar liberty, meerly to 
be rid of the ſight-of a Woman, that 
might remember her of her former 
complaiſance to him. Though that 
reſolution was moſt contrary to her 
ſentiments ; ſhe thought it however 
moſt conducive to her glory, to ler 
tho Grand Viſier know, that ſhe ſaw 
his indifferency . without grief, This 


laſt. refleftion thoroughly determined * 
her, and cauſed her to take meaſures 
with her Husband, for the Journey” 
of Roxolanc to Conſtantinople upon o-" 
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ther pretences; aſſoon as ſhe was ar- 
Tived at the Port, ſhe failed not to 
wait upon the Grand Vifier, who re- 
ceived her with a great deal of kind- 
neſs, She gave him an 2ccount of 
Baſch-lari's ſentiments, but with ſo 
much cunning, that he remained fſa- 
tished, there was leſs indifferency in 
her anger, than love; from that mo- 
ment he thought himſelf leſs wnfor- 
tunate, and begun to mind of the 
means, how to ſee kis Princeſs again, 
he had ſeveral conferences with Ro- 
xolana, who helped him to perceive, 
that Baſch-larts ſo much attcCting to 
be believed Fappy, ſhewed rather a 
paſſion not yet well extinguiſhed , 
than a Soul truly .quiet and calm. 
The Grand Viſiter was ſo tranſported 
with Joy at the hearing of particu- 
lars which: ſtill flattered his paſſion, 
that he forgot nothing to ſhew his 
gratitude to Rovelane, and promited 
her to ſend her back in the Country 
of. her Birth: Roxelaze not being! 
willing to let flip fo fair an opportu- 
rIty, intreated him to grant her alſo 
the liberty of Donna Emanuecla; but., 
the 
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the Viſiter let her underſtand, that it 
did not lye in his power to do 1t, 
becauſe a Slave, who had had the 
honour to be deſigned to the Grand 
Seignior's pleaſures, could never up- 
on what colour ſovever, be redeemed 
or freed ; bur he aſſured her, that he 
would never demand of 'her any 
thing contrary to her fidelity to Don 
Gaſpard , though (he ſhould be uſed 
with the fame reſpect, that was paid 
to his Wives. Roxelana ſeeing 'twas 
impoſſible for her to obtain Donns 
Emanxeli's freedom, accepted of the 
Grand Viſter's proffer , and returned 
in /taly overwhelmed with favouls, , 
and more happy than ſhe was, before 
ſhe fell into Slavery.

Poland, and put the Grand Seignior 
upon the thoughts of- other Conqueſts, 
being both prepoſleſt, through the 
intrigues of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
that moſt part of the Princes of Ex- 
rope,: were confederate under the Em- 


perour's command, to deſtroy France, 


which could never refiſt ſo. many 
Puiſſances united againſt it: and not 
doubting , bur in ſuch a happy jun- 
Eture, it would be eafie for the Grand 
Seignior's Navy to make themſelves 
Maſter of Provence, he had already 


ſeat Orders to Caplap Baſhaw to put: 


to Sea. 

Now ſeeking a fair Colour to break 
honeſtly with France, It came in 
his mind to refuſe the honour of the 
Sopha to the French Kings Ambaſſa- 
dor, and engaged the Corſairs of Al- 
giers and Tripoli'to tnſult all the Ships 
of that Nation , they could meet 
with; aſſuring them of a powerful 
protecHhon: Bur ſeeing, the War of 
the Chriſtian Princes did not facili- 
tate any enterpriſe to the Grand

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Seignior, and that France did ſtill 
maintain it felf, maxore that great 
number of Enemies, he fell into a 
fit of impatience, and his love made 
him wiſh, that all that he had been 
told of the Stare of Chriſtendom , - 
might prove falſe, to the end, that 
he might have a pretext to go in 
Hung ary, and ſee his Princeſs by the 
way at Sada, Thctrefore he ſent ſe- 
cretly his Emifſaries in moſt Courts :

The Grand Viſier took no notice of this 
ſwinging affront, and inſinuated to 
the Grand: Seignior, it was now time 
to make War in Hangary, and make 
uſe of the ill poſture of the Empe- 
rqgr's Afﬀairs, who, aiming at the de- 
ſtruction, of France, had exhauſted his 
treaſure, So dreadful preparations 
were made, in the whole Empire, 
that People believed the Saltan was 
going to conquer all Chriflendom. 
The Swxltanef Valide, was very. well 
pleaſed at this deſign of War, hop- 
ing it might: furniſh her with means 
and occaſions to undo more eaſily the 
Grand Viſier when abſent from- the 
Port, The Emperour having intelli- 
gence of the extraordinary. prepara-

tions of the. Turks ſent Count Caprars 


to Adriancple, to treat of Peace, he 
proffered 1o advantageous terms, that 
all the Divan rejected them with 
ſcorn , conceiving thereby that the 
Aﬀairs of the Emperor, . were in a 
moſt deſperate condition. 

Ali the Troops being aſſembled a- 
bout Adrianople, the Sultan Muſter- 
ed them , and taking a Herontops 
from his own.

that the Pol:nders could not approach 
the place without Marching through 
ſeveral narrow paſlazes, winch few 
Armed Men were able to kcep a- 
gainſt the Power of. an Army, but 
the Grand Vifier, would not hearken 
to.this prudent Counſel, and proudly 
anſwered., they muit be let com, 
that the Swlran might be revenged 
upon them , for the great lofles he 
had ſuttered during. this Siege, In- 
fine, upon the Twelfth of S:ptemb:r 
1683. the Chriittan Army was fecn 
upon the H.lls of Yi-nna. The Grand 
Vifier, who relyed upon the Multi-| 
tude of his Mn, thought, he cauld 


well Fight the Chriſtians , and carry 
the 
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| the Siege -on both together, left a 


ſtrong body of Janillaries in the 
Trenches , and commanded another 
detachment to ſtrengthen them, . and 
hinder the Sallies of the beſieged. 
Afterwards he Marched with the 
main Body , to fight the Chriſtians, 
and conceiving that notwithſtanding 
the huge inequality of both Armies, 
the firſt ſhok was like to be very cruel, 
he thought it might prove favourable 
to his jealouſie , by occaſioning the 
death of the Baſhaw of Buda. Therefore 
he commanded him to go and meet the, 


Chriſtians, forbidding him to. retire, 


what effort ſoever they could make 
againſt him, and aſſuring him to be 
backed with the whole Army ; be- 
{ides, he was ſo confident of the vi- 
Qory , that he would have all his 
Wives mounted on Horfe-back, and 
upon Camels to behald from a Neigh- 
bouring Hill, the defeat of the Chri- 
Itiaps ; nay, they didalready rejoyce 
before hand, for that imaginary Tri- 
ymph, and attributed great praics 
t the Grand Viſiter. The only Dor- 
G nd 
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na Emanuela, who heard talk- of no- 
thing elſe,-- but of projects fatal to 


Chriſtendom, was continually weep- - 
ing; one of them, that was moſt of 
all in the Grand Viſier's favour, and 


had always feared leſt this Chriſtian 
Slave's Beauty, might ingageher Hus- 
band, moved to her to paſs-into the 
Camp of the Polanders, ſince ſhe 
found herſelf ſo unhappy amongſt the 
HMuſſulmins, Donna Emanuela let 
her underſtand, that her eſcape'was 
not altogether impoſſible, if ſhe would 
countenance” it, The: Viſter's Wife 
bing very defirous to be rid'of # 
Perſon, that could contend with her 
for Beauty ; promiſed her, ſhe would 
contribute to it with her utmoſt 
Power, and truſted with her deſign 
two other Women, who had the 
ſame intereſt in Donna Emanuela's 
eſcape. In the'mean time, the Ba- 
aw of Buda was beaten back, and 
his Troops having had no ſuccour re- 
tired in ſuch a diſorder, that they 
broke a great part of the TzrkiſÞ Ar- 
my. The Chriſtians purſued them 


yery cloſe, and the Txrks having no 
t1me 
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| rim to rally, loſt a great number off 


Men, The' fright was: general, and 
many a ſquadron retired' without 
hghting., or'daring! ſo much as tv 
approach the Chriſtians.” The Grand 
Viſier had" mweh' ado ro keep in the' 
Soldiers' thar-fled on' all ſides; he did” 
nevertheleſs, in ſuch a hurly- burly 
cover with mich art the'diforder” of. 
his Troops-, and withour-ſceming| to: 
be forced' ty decamp,*he'made them 
retire with 'ſpeed ; ' nay; he' Teftibe- 
hind him' the Janiſſaries, - who were” 
inthe Trenches , leſt*he'ſheuld” ber 
diſcoyered* ir? his retreat” 5 but* Doynw 
Emunnuela , who had"'contrived? with: 
the Grand Viſter's 'Wives: t6* make” 
her” eſcape , aſſoon as Night would 
help- ir, made uſe of the'' Tyrks con- 
Iternation, and 'paſſed' with little or 
no'pain into the Chriftian' Army''She 
Was brought' before the' King \ofi Po-1 
land', and*© acquainted' his Majefby : 
with the 'Flight of the Tarks, who 
Fled with ſo-much precipitation,  thar 
they had abandoned their Tents, and; 
all their baggage. The King' won«' 
dared at: the' great courage of thaw 
—_ G 2 Heroine, 
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H-roine, and becauſe he did not: welf 
uncderitand Spaniſh, he ſent for ſome 
Cavalier of that Nation in the Em- 
peror's Army. . 'The Dukg of Lorrarm, 
lent a Man of quality, who ſerved 
under him as adjucant General, The 
King of. Paland, who had a mind to 
know the condition of the Tirkiſh 
Army., commanded him to ask that 
Maid ſeveral queſtions, -but afſoon as 
Donna Emanxela had caſt her eyes 
upon him ,, ſhe knew him to be her 
dear Don Ga#iþard, and ſwooned away 
at the King's Feet. It was not long 
&re ſhe recovered- of her ſwoon , 
through the cares of Don Gaſpard, 
who was ready to dye with joy, to 
ſee ſo unexpectedly that charming 
Maid ; as the King wondered at ſuch 
an extraordinary adventure, Dos 
Gaſpard acquainted him with Donne 
Emanuelas quality, and how far 
they were bound 'one to another, 
The King's preſence could not hinder 
many tender exprefſions to paſs be- 
tween them both at ſo ſweet and 
charming a remembrance. Donna E- 


mnnucla put an end to them, being 
deſi-

deſired ro relate the particulars of 
the Tarks diſorder, and the fright of } 
their Camp, when ſhe made her ef- 
cape, The King made ſo good uſe 
of her advice, that withous any fur- 
ther delay, he purſued the Enemy, 
cut in pieces the Janiffaries, who | 
guarded the Trenches, and made | 
himſelf Maſter of all the baggage and: } 
Tents of that numerous Army, find- 
ing both the Grand Viſier's pavillion, | 
and all the others ſtill fer up , he 
charged afterwards: their rear , and 
ſhould have certainly defeated the 
whole Army, had he had Troops e- 
nough ready to ſtop the paſſages, to 
the Grand Viſier. Muſtapha who 
had flattered himſelf, that he could 
make retreat without being purſued 
by the Chriſtians, hearing of Donna 
Emannela's eſcape, and of all rhe cir- 
cumſtances that attended it, doubred 
not but ſhe would inform the King 
of Poland of the diſmal condition, he 
was brought unto, for which he fell 
ſo grievous angry: with all thoſe, 
that had favoured or conntenanced | 
her Flight, that he cauſed preſently | 
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Four, of is. Wives, and-two Eunuchs 
to be Beheaded. In the;mean-rime, 
thoughthe loſs of ſomany fine Troops 
did much trouble him, yet becauſe he 
referred all things to his love, his 
heart was far.leſs vexed at the raiſ- 
, 1ng.of that Siege, than.at.the Bar 
ſeaw,of Buda's.itill living maxgre all 
the tricks he had made ufe of , to 
deſtroy him ; and conceiving, this 
Baſbaw might upbraid him ,before the 
Sultan, with the ſo many groſs faults 
he. had .commitred, in the manage- 
ment of the Siege,, he..rcfolved .to 
prepoſſeſs his Maſter's mind.,' and to 
charge before hand-upon the Baſhaw 
alfthe misfortunes which had befal- 
ten the Army:;; but when he refleted, 
that the.. Grand Seignior Might per- 
haps:;forgive him for -his Wife's ſake, 
and .thar the Baſbaw ſhould find how- 
ever a great comfort-within the Arms

{ tormented him toſucha degree, that 
| Without any farther examination, he 
| gave himſelf over.-to.the imperuout-

| us great: but. unfortunate Baſhaw ”

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be Strangled; and to avoid'the ſuf- 
picion that any private grudge might 

have influenced in this/tevere' puniſh- * 
ment, he ſerved ſorwo other Baſhaws : 
whom he accuſed of ill conduct, and 
cowardiſe in rhe diſcharge of their 
duty.. Every one was amazed at {0 
bold an attion, but the Viſter did not 
matter much the murmurs and dif- 
courſes of the People, [he was oply 
troubled about Baſch lars, how ſhe | 
ſhould receive this news. Neverthe- 
leſs, knowing that moſt Wormmen be- 
wail the loſs of their Husbands, meer- 
for decency's ſake,. and do eaſily for- 
get the dead in favour of the hving,- 
he heped that the remedy of rifle. 
and his cares ſhould diminiſh her an- 


. per. Therefore being pritty well 


freed from fear on that fide, 
he bent all his wits to find a way, 
how to. juſtite himſelf before the 
Grand Seignior ; he ſent a truſty 
friend of his to Belyrad, and let the 
Sultan underſtand , that the Baſhaw 
of Buda, looking upon his Highneſfles 
Conqueſts with a jealous eye, and: 
foreſeeing Buda ſhould no-more 'be-a 
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Frontier after the taking of Vienna, 
had croſſed with all manner vf obſta- 
cles the ſucceſs of that- enterpriſe ; 
that he had been contented at firſt 
> to upbraid him with it, in hope that 
a man, who had the honour to be 
Jo near related to the Ottoman Fami- 
. Iy, would ſoon acknowledge his fault, 
and endeavour to make amends for 
it; but that the Baſhaw abuſing his 
moderation, had perſiſted in his for- 
mer ſentiments, and that after he 
had been ſuch a coward, as to fly 
before a handful of Chrifitans, he 
had broken the ranks of the Muſſul- 
mans, and put the whole-Army into 
cAfuſion; that two Paſhaws having 
been frighted like Children, had in- 
creaſed the diforder, of which . the 
Chriſtians had made ſo good uſe, 
that if he had not uſed all neceſſary 
precautions. to keep in the flying Sol- 
di-rs, and to make an orderly and 
honourable retreat, all his Highneſlcs 
Army, had run the danger to be cut 
in pieces; that afterwards having had 
mtelligence, that thoſe Baſhaws being 
aſhamed. of their cowardiſe, were a- 

bout 
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bout making ſecret Cabals, that might 
be of a dangerous conſequence , he 
had judged it neceſſary to puniſh the 
criminals without any delay, that he 
might by their death, ſtop the Re- 
bellion in its cradle;. nay he aſſured 
him, that having no more Traitors 
nor Cowards in his Army, he ſhouid 
advantageouſly repair in rhe” next 
Campaign, the loffes hethad made 
by the 11l conquct' of thoſe unworthy 
Officers. The Grand Seignior being : 
perſwaded by the reaſons, and fatis- 
tied of the *zeal of his Viſier, appro- 
ved of all- he had done, and as a: 
witneſs of his ſatisfaction, he ſent: 
him a new Standard with Seven Horſe 
tales, aſſuring hinr he' would for ever 
honour him with his favour, and 
provide him abundantly with all ne- 
ceflaries, thar he might be enabled. 
to. revenge upon the Chriſtians, rhe 
great-affcont he -had received at' YVi-- 
enna. 

'The Princeſs hcard very confuſed- 
ly of her Husband's Death, and con+ 
ceived, he had been flain'in the War, . 
her-grief hindered her to hearken to ' 

G-F, the - 
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the- other.circumfſtances of his death, 
+ / which none was very forward 10 ac- 


quaint her with. She pay'd. a :great 
tribute of Tears. to his Memory, but 
- Was ſoon comforted with the thought 
. that-the Grand Vijſier loved her ſtill, 
he arrived at Buda about that time, 
to receive there the great Standard 
the Grand Seignior had ſent to him, 
together with all the Teſtimonies of 
his eſteem ,, he might wiſh=for. So 
being. affured again. bf his Maſters 
favour, he thought. of nothing but to 
clear himſe.|f before the Prince(s, he 
could not but know :how great Was 
Fer eſteem for her Husband, and he 


doubted a while whither - he ſhould: 


ſce her, or-na, but the new tokens 
he had juſt now received of the Sub 
tav's kindneſs, made him fo proud ,, 
or rather his Tove made ,him fo im- 
patient,. that he reſolved to demand 
an audience of Baſch-lari, pretending 
he had: an Order from the Grand 
Seignior to communicate to her, The 
Princeſs received him with a great 
fhew of ſadneſs, and defired- him to 
give 
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give her time to wipe off her Tears: 
the Grand Vifier, who expected a 
greater tranſport, becauſe he ſuppo- 
{ed ſhe knew already, what kind of 
Death had robbed her of her Hus-. 
band, begun his own apology; and 
told her, he had paſſed by the Bu- 
ſtraw of Buda's faults, as long as he 
could ; bur that having ' occaſtoned 
the loſs of the beſt part of the Army, 
he durſt not put off his puniſhment 
any longer, * fear of expoſing his- 
own Head to the Grand Seigntor's- 
wrath. Baſch lars was ready to dye 
wich grief at this- diſcourſe ,. whjh 
ler her know, that her Husband was: 
dead both by the Hangman's hand, , 
and by the. order of her Lover. Thefe 
cruel circumſtances vexed her fomuch' 
the-more, becauſe ſhe could not but 
be confcious of her-having had a great. 
ſhare in his crime, her love did ne- 
vertheleſs plead for the Viſier, but 
ſhe was ſeized with fuch an horrour 
for his cruetries, that maze all the 
ſecret motions of her heart , the r&- 
viled | him grievouſty, and threatned 
him ro Strangle him with her 'own 
hands,

ceſs of the- Ottoman Blood, could be 
ſorry for the Death of a Husband, 
who had no courage ; . his Letter had 
more eſſe than he expected. The 
Sultan ſeckir.g to juſtifie. his Viſier by 
all means, . that' might ſhine: to the-

the Princeſs not to come to Belprad#. 
and letting her know, . he would ſee
